Huron sets 
date for 
annual 
meeting

The date of Huron 
Township's Annual Meeting 
has been set by Huron 
Township’s Board of Trustees 
for Saturday, March 24 at 1 
p.m. in the Miller Elementary 
School on Hannan Road. 

At the meeting, a public hear¬ 
ing on the proposed 1984-85 
budget will be held. 

At last Wednesday’s 
Township Board meeting, the 
Board also amended the 
$798,786 general fund budget. 

Supervisor A.J. Haener said 


that the amendments did not in¬ 
crease any totals but simply 
made adjustments in activities 
and line items. The board 
approved the adjustments 7-0. 

In another matter, the board 
was informed by Clerk Mary 
Lou Carey that due to reappor¬ 
tionment by the State Legisla¬ 
ture, effective April 1, 1984, 
State Representative District 
number for Huron Township 
will be 19 rather than 21. 

And effective Jan. 1,1986, the 
new State Senate District will 
be number 7. 

“The State Representative 
District does not change other 


than the number as far as 
Huron Township is concerned, ’ ’ 
said Mrs. Carey after the 
meeting. 

“However it does add to State 
Rep. Richard Sullivan’s dis¬ 
trict from other areas in Mon¬ 
roe County. 

“As for the State Senate Dis¬ 
trict, Huron Township will be 
added to State Senator James 
DeSana’s District,” she added. 

In other business, Carey 
proposed at the meeting a re¬ 
solution in support of HB 5151 
which would provide “alterna¬ 
tive community care and essen¬ 
tial senior services” which 
would maintain older persons 


in his or her own home whenev¬ 
er feasible and appropriate. 

“Rather than putting them in 
a nursing home which may take 
away their self respect,” said 
Carey, “it would be a great cost 
savings to the state and com¬ 
munity.” 

The costs would be still paid 
by Medicare but the senior 
citizens would be visited at 
home by medical personnel. 

The board voted unanimous¬ 
ly to support the resolution, a 
copy of which is being sent to 
the House Committee and all 
communities of Wayne County. 

In another item, the board 
voted to support the New Bos¬ 


ton Rotary Club’s “Project I 
Support” which encourages 
local residents to shop and buy 
in Huron Township first and to 
encourage local residents to 
support local businesses and 
organizations. 

“Up With Women,” a day set 
aside to recognize women of 
Huron Township, was also 
brought to the Huron Board’s 
attention by Carey. 

Dorothy Haener, the only 
woman of Huron Township to 
have been elected to the Michi¬ 
gan’s Women Hall of Fame, 
will be the guest speaker at a 
luncheon at Miller Elementary

“The response was 
great”, replied Romulus 
Director of Ordinances, 
Thomas Ellis, referring to 
his department’s efforts to 
rid the city of inoperable 
vehicles.

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Romulus is in search of a Pub¬ 
lic Information Officer, but the 
city won’t hire one until council 
receives more information. That 
was made clear at a recent coun¬ 
cil meeting when the subject of 
the position came up and after a 
lengthy discussion was tabled by 
councilman Barry Baumann. 

The successful candidate for 
the job would, according to job 
description put out by the city’s 
administration, “determines 
public relations policy, and 
plans, directs, and coordinates a 
large and diversified education¬ 
al, public information and prom¬ 
otion program for the com¬ 
munity.” 

Baumann says he believes that 


The struggle to wrestle some of 
the power vested in the City of 
Detroit and the Water Board has 
reached the State Senate in the 
form of two crucial bills. Those 
bills, No. 544 and 545, introduced 
on November 7, 1983 in Lansing 
received unanimous support 
from the Romulus City Council 
recently. 

“The two bills are very impor¬ 
tant,” Mayor Beverly McAnally 
informed council, “and I believe 
they warrant our support.” 

Mayor McAnally requested 
and received support for a re¬ 
solution which would assist state 
legislators in making up their 
minds about the bills. 

Some of the key provisions of 
the senate bills are as follows: 

1) Creates a Metropolitan Wa¬ 
ter and Sewer Assembly which 
will consist of a representative 
approved by the city council or 
township board of each munici-j 
pality served by the water and| 
sewer population. The new 
assembly will elect a Regional 
Water and Sewer Board consist¬ 
ing of nine members, three from 
the City of Detroit, and six from | 
the other 100 communities. 

2) The water and sewer system 
is not subsidized by the general 
fund of Detroit, nor supported by 
Detroit taxes. All revenues for 


a Public Information Officer is 
needed to promote the city, but 
he isn’t willing to “rush into hir¬ 
ing someone until a lot of scrut¬ 
iny is done.” 

“I moved to table the discus¬ 
sion,” (on the Public Informa¬ 
tion Director), Baumann said, 
because I didn’t feel I personally 
had enough information on the 
new duties and position of the 
office and officer who we would 
employ. 

“However, I do feel this city 
needs such an office and 
officer.” 

Baumann’s motion to table re¬ 
ceived support from councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry.

Council supports state bills 
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Romulus officer injured 

Suspect shot 
as police nah 
2 for robbery 

Two Inkster men, one a 16-year-old juvenile, were arrested last 
week by Romulus police shortly after a gas station hold-up in Romu¬ 
lus, police said. 

One of the suspects, Maurice Pressley, 19, was shot and wounded in 
the left side after he rammed his car into a police vehicle, pinning the 
officer between the two vehicles. 

The officer, David Denno, fired two shots at the fleeing vehicle and 
hit one of the suspects whom police later identified as Pressley. Press- 
ley was taken to Wayne County General Hospital where he was treated 
for the gun-shot wounds. 

Patrolman Denno also was taken to the hospital where he was tre¬ 
ated for leg bruises and contusions when he was pinned between the 
door and the car. 

Pressley appeared before Romulus District Judge Henry Zaborows- 
ki and charged with armed robbery, possession of a firearm in com¬ 
mission of a felony, assault with intent to do great bodily harm less 
than murder and receiving and concealing stolen property over $100. 

The juvenile will be handed over to juvenile authorities for prosecu¬ 
tion, according to Det. David Early. 

“We will be meeting with the Prosecutor’s Office to see if we can get 
a waiver on the juvenile to try him as an adult.” Det. Early said. 

A plea of “not guilty” was entered for Pressley by the court and he 
was remanded to Wayne County Jail in lieu of $100,000 bond. Pressley 
will appear on Feb. 22 for pre-trial examination. 

The drama began about 10 a.m. on Feb. 10 when two men drove up to

a window at the Total Gas Station, 35351 Goddard and, after producing 
a shotgun, ordered money from the attendant. The attendant handed 
over approximately $100 and the robbers fled in their vehicle, heading 
north on Wayne Road. 

Officer Denno intercepted the getaway vehicle on eastbound 1-94 
near Middlebelt and, after identifying the car as a stolen vehicle, gave 
pursuit. The Romulus patrolman caught up with the suspects on Stan¬ 
ford and Beech Daly in Inkster and forced them off the road. 

As he prepared to get out of the police vehicle, Pressley reportedly 
accelerated and drove the car directly at Denno, striking the door and 
pinning the police officer. When the alleged getaway vehicle passed. 
Patrolman Denno was able to fire a shot at the suspects, who stopped 
and exited from the car. 

Pressley was suffering from a gun shot wound to the left side During 
the pursuit, Dearborn Heights and Inkster, along with Romulus 
dispatched police vehicles to render assistance. 

Det. Early said that police arrested the two suspects and recovered 
themoney and a weapon.

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Prescad merger decision near 

Final decision in county hands

Patients of the Sumpter MIC- 
PRESCAD Clinic may know 
within a week whether a prop- 
osed merger with the Oakwood 
-Hospital Family Practice Clinic 
will receive final approval. 

Vernice Anthony, director of 
health and community services 
for Wayne County, said Monday 
that county health officials will 
make their final recommenda¬ 
tion in the next few days. Since a 
special meeting with clinic pa¬ 
tients on February 6. officials 
have been reviewing the “pros 
and cons” of the switch. Anthony 
said. 

A merger between the free 
Maternal and Infant Care Pre¬ 
school School and Adolescent 
Health Care clinic with the 
neighboring Oakwood facility 
was informally approved last 
summer. 

Wayne County Executive Wil¬ 
liam Lucas signed the merger 
contract in December. 

But Anthony said that the deci¬ 
sion to merge had been made 
prior to Lucas’s taking office, 
and that the executive had the 
authority to rescind the agree¬ 
ment. 

“We will decide whether to 
postpone it (the merger), delay 
it, or leave things as they are.” 
Anthony said. 

A1 Head, a spokesman for the 
Detroit PRESCAD office, con¬ 
firmed that the county health de¬ 
partment had authority to make 


the final decision. While state 
and federal funds pay for opera¬ 
tion of the clinic (intended for 
low-income expectant mothers 
and children). Head noted that 
the Wayne County PRESCAD 
offices were administered by the 
county. 

“The state has left the merger 
agreement up to us. I don’t think 
it will interfere,” Head said. 


she said. 

But Anthony noted that federal 
requirements dictated that all 
the PRESCAD clinics — which 
originally developed out of leg¬ 
islation in the Lyndon Johnson 
era — revert to a sliding fee 
scale. “Sooner or later, all these 
clinics will impose a fee.” 

Anthony stressed, however, 
that “no patient will be turned

be transferred over to the Oak- 
wood Clinic, which currently 
offers no dental services. 

Established in 1972, the Oak- 
wood clinic provides m edical 
care to all family members. Lar¬ 
ger than the PRESCAD fa* cility, 
Oakwood maintains a stuff of 
physicians and residents who 
specialize in family medicine. 

While a. typical Oakwood visit 
costs $17. patients requesting a 
sliding fee scale may be bille d as 
little as $3. say Oakwood sta ff. 

The two clinics are two m iles 
apart on Sumpter Road. 
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Head acknowledged that both 
PRESCAD and Oakwood offi¬ 
cials had signed a merger agree¬ 
ment, “But Oakwood is aware of 
the problem,” he said. “I don’t 
think they will push it if this (the 
merger) doesn’t go through.” 

Announcement of the merger 
has resulted in heated protests 
by current users of the PRE¬ 
SCAD clinic, established in 
Sumpter in 1969. Apart from 
their satisfaction with the clinic, 
patients have expressed dismay 
over the sliding fee scale applied 
at Oakwood. 

A nurse with the Sumpter cli¬ 
nic said recently that she antici¬ 
pated many patients would turn 
to the free PRESCAD clinic in 
Inkster, instead of switching to 
Oakwood. “Even $5 a visit is too 
much if you don’t have a job,” 


away” under the merger. “If 
someone can’t pay at all, they 
won’t pay,” she said. “We won’t 
operate along the lines of private 
clinics.” 

She said also that she had been 
impressed, during the February 
6 meeting in Sumpter, with the 
“fine record” PRESCAD main¬ 
tained in the community. 

“We re not just talking about a 
high quality of medical care,” 
Anthony said, “but about ob¬ 
vious sensitivity to the needs of 
the community.” 

Few of the present PRESCAD 
staff would be transferred to the 
Oakwood facility under the prop¬ 
osed merger plan.

Board tables 
redistributing plan 


Do you remember the good 
old days? 

The days when you could get 
a good square meal for a decent 
price? 

On Sunday, Feb 19, from 4 
p.m. to 7 p in., McDonalds of 
Rawsonville Road, will be turn¬ 
ing back the clock to the Good 


old days — for a very special 
reason. 

In 1825, pioneer Henry Snow 
established a trading post on 
the shores of the Huron Rier, 
along what is now known as 
Rawsonville Road. A thriving 
village with boardwalks along

The Van Buren Board of 
Education tabled Monday night 
a vote on whether to adopt a pre¬ 
viously discussed redistricuting 
plan or consider an alternative 
proposal suggested by a parent. 

Stating they needed more 
time, board members agreed to 
meet at a special session at 7 
p.m. the night of February 20. 
Board President Robert Fowler 
warned that the trustees should 
make their decision by the end of 
the month “even if we have to 
hold meeting after meeting to do 
it.” 

“We have got to get this thing 
settled so that a number of peo¬ 
ple can go ahead with their plans 
for next year,” Fowler said near 
the end of the meeting, at which 
about 50 parents were in attend¬ 
ance. 

Pam Mendis, the 
parent who proposed 
an alternative plan, 
said she was not satis¬ 
fied her suggestions 
would be taken 
seriously. She said 
“reliable sources” in 
the district told her 
that school officials 
were reluctant to 
seriously consider a 
plan she had put 
together in a few days 
when they had spent 
five months develop¬ 
ing theirs. 

“I was told that 
teachers and princip¬ 
als (in the district) 
though my plan was a 
good plan.” said Men¬ 
dis. “There’s nothing 
wrong with it.” 


Mendis developed the plan in 
conjunction with a parents’ com¬ 
mittee formed after a stormy 
January 23 meeting on redis¬ 
tricting. The board, at that time, 
agreed to table a vote and allow 
district parents a chance to be 
involved in the review process. 

The main difference between 
Mendis’s plan and the schools 
was that hers involved moving 
527 students — 109 less than the 
school’s plan — next fall. (The 
redistricting is a result of the 
closing of Quirk Elementary 
School this spring, and the need 
to find “homes” for Quirk stu¬ 
dents.) 

Mendis argued at the meeting 
that any plan involving a trans¬ 
fer of fewer students deserved

top priority. But school officials 
said they worried that the plan — 
which would also mean elimina¬ 
tion of an elementary teaching 
position — might, in fact, mean a 
further scrambling of students. 

School Superintendent Elvin 
Peets said that Mendis’s plan 
would leave too few spaces in 
elementary classrooms. He 
pointed out that, for example, the 
Haggerty School would just have 
space for two additional stu¬ 
dents. 

Director of Personnel 
Raymond Kohr, the principal au¬ 
thor of the original proposal, 
agreed. In a step-by-step com¬ 
parison of the two proposals, he 
said that eliminating the 
teaching psoition would “tight¬ 
en” all the classrooms. “There’s 
a high liklihood we’d have to do 
shuffling when school began,” 
Kohr said. 

Noting that parents in the Har- 
ris-Bemis roads area were espe¬ 
cially active in the redistricting 
protests, Kohr suggested that 
Mendis’s plan would only 
“switch the problem area. ” 

In response. Mendis said that 
many children in the Harris- 
Bemis area have been moved 
four times in the past seven 
years. (While the schools’ last 
formal redistricting plan was in 
1976, children have been shifted, 
especially in the Savage and 
Haggerty schools, depending on 
school enrollment. 

She also questioned the admi¬ 
nistrators’ argument about a 
shortage of space, noting that the 
area “wasn’t likely” to have a 
big surge of growth in the next 
few years. In addition, Mendis 
said that her plan provided for 
two free classrooms in the Hag¬ 
gerty building, while the school 


plan provided only for two smal- 
ler/conference rooms to be avail¬ 
able. 

“I’m not here for myself,” 
Mendis told the board. “My kids 
are going to Haggerty (from Sav¬ 
age) under either of these plans. 

“I just want to see a plan that’s 
fair for the students.” 

The board’s proposal would 
shift the Quirk students to three 
schools: 124 to Rawsonville, 149 
to Edgemont, and 62 to Tyler. In 


addition, 80 students would be 
shifted from Edgemont to Savag¬ 
es 46 from Savage to Haggerty; 
and 121 from Savage to Elwell. 

Mendis’s plan would leave 41 of 
66 students slated for Haggerty 
at Savage, and 121 scheduled to 
start Elwell from the south sec¬ 
tion of Savage, the same number 
of students would also be moved 
from Savage to Elwell, and from 
Edgemont to Elwell, as in the 
board plan.

Vocational Education 

It’s the key to many jobs 

The week is National Vocational Education Week. This is 
an appropriate time to think about the importance of voca¬ 
tional education to our community and to our nation. 

At a time when excellence in education is a top priority on 
the national agenda, the theme for the week — Vocational 
Education: Creating Partnerships for Excellence — clearly 
communicates the ideal link that should exist between voca¬ 
tional education and the community. Vocational education is 
charged with preparing people for work and achieves its goal 
of excellence through partnerships with students, commun¬ 
ity agencies, trade associations, business and industry. 

Vocational education is the fastest growing area of educa¬ 
tion today. More than 18,000 institutions offer vocational 
education programs with more than 17 million Americans 
currently enrolled. 

Vocational education students form a partnership with 
instructors that reaches beyond the classroom into the work¬ 
place. They plan together for a variety of on-site or simu¬ 
lated work experiences to develop specific occupational 
skills and work habits. These experiences are reinforced by 
classroom instruction. Together, these programs are de¬ 
signed to ensure future career success for participants. 

Vocational education professionals benefit directly from 
partnerships, as well as through industry internships and 
often through gifts of equipment and other assistance de¬ 
signed to help them upgrade their programs. The part¬ 
nerships are essential for vocational educators to keep their 
programs in tune with workplace demands. 

At the same time, businesses and industries benefit from 
the partnerships because they are assured that program 
graduates — their potential employees — will have the 
necessary skills to meet their requirements. 

In our community today, partnerships with business are 
making it possible to design customized vocational-technical 
training programs to meet the new demands of the work¬ 
place, especially in high tech industries. One of the many 
examples of vocational education’s full partnership with 
business and government is in the implementation of the 
Jobs Training Partnership Act (JTPA), a federal jobs train¬ 
ing program. Vocational educators are represented on the 
Private Industry Councils (PIC), which set local policies for 
this program. In many communities, vocational education 
programs are providing the majority of training for dis¬ 
placed and unemployed workers who participate in the 
program. 

Vocational education programs contribute to the welfare 
of local communities by preparing citizens for the demands 
of a changing workplace. As community planners press for¬ 
ward to make decisions about the future, they must examine 
employment projections. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics projects that in the coming 
decade less than 20 percent of the available jobs will require 
a baccalaureate degree. This makes it even more critical for 
vocational education to create new partnerships with indus¬ 
try and community agencies to plan together for realistic 
programs to meet these needs of the 1990s. 

As the pace of technological, social and economic change 
accelerates, vocational education programs will need to 
strengthen existing partnerships and reach out to create new 
ones. 

National Vocational Education Week is an appropriate 
time for business and industry leaders to explore how they 
might work more closely with vocational education to 
achieve new standards of excellence for preparing future 
workers that are vital to their businesses and to the general 
welfare of our community.

‘What price labor peace?’ 


I have spent the last several weeks watch¬ 
ing a performance that was interesting and 
predictable. It was written and directed by 
Dr. Timothy Dyer, superintendent of the 
Wayne-Westland Schools and starred many 
people from this community’s school district. 

The motive behind this performance was 
to obtain the best contract possible for the 
teacher’s union without upsetting the com¬ 
munity in the same manner that led to the 
recall of four school board members in 1982. 

The first act was to evaluate the situation 
and select the best props. It was decided the 
most effective props would be 139 teachers 
and about 17,000 students. The assumption 
was made that if the teachers were laid-off, 
the school day shortened, expressive arts cut, 
and students shifted around enough, then the 
public would be willing to accept any contract 
settlement. 

The final act took place at John Glenn on 
Monday, February 6. For approximately 
three hours, concerned citizens and students 
told the horror stories that were direct results 
of the layoffs and program cuts. (Examples: 
high school students who had been assigned 
seven gym classes, football players placed in 
creative stitchery, and gym teachers 
teaching first grade without any idea of what 
to do.) By 10 p.m. the audience had been con¬ 
ditioned. 

Many of the same people who removed five 
board members from office for granting 7-9 
percent wage increases in 1981, applauded 
when four new board members granted the 
same teachers 13-14 percent pay raises. Con¬ 
gratulations, Dr. Dyer, your play was a suc¬ 
cess! 

Never mind the misuse of innocent stu¬ 
dents. Never mind the inconvenience to the 
teachers and public. Forget that seven educa¬ 
tional days were completely wasted for many 
students. The W/WEA, the administration, 
and four members of the board got exactly 
what they wanted and at the same time made 
the community believe they were heroes, (By 
the way, all four of the yes votes came from 


the four members who had been selected and 
endorsed by the W/WEA, and two of them 
used to be teachers.) 

In 1981 we were told we were a rich school 
district that could afford its own community 
college without any new revenues. Since then 
we have closed three schools, sold property, 
and state aid per pupil has increased, yet we 
border on bankruptcy. Why? Where has our 
money gone? 

W/WEA union officials have bragged to re¬ 
porters that our teachers are the highest paid 
in Michigan. Now they are guaranteed 13-14 
percent raises over the next three years. 
They are guaranteed no massive layoffs will 
occur in mid-year, bonuses if they ha%'e good 
attendance, and lower teacher student ratios. 
How can they make such commitments for a 
district that is in financial trouble? 

The only thing the community asked in re¬ 
turn was that students be guaranteed a full 
educational program taught by teachers 
qualified to teach the classes they are 
assigned. The board could not make that 
commitment because they can not see into 
the future! 

The teachers were promised everything. 
The community was promised nothing. Still, 
they applauded as loud as the teachers when 
the contract was approved. 

I fear for people so easily manipulated, and 
so willing to be used. And I fear for children 
whose future lies in a quality education that 
can only be offered “if” everything goes well. 
The great manipulator will be safe and sound 
in Phoenix, the problems will be ours. 

“If” things don’t go well, the layoffs and 
program cuts we experienced for seven days 
will be a permanent reality. Dr. Dyer’s 1981 
speech, (“What Price Labor Peace”) still 
haunts me. 1 knew of course the taxpayers 
would suffer, but little did I know the REAL 
price would be paid by innocent children and 
dedicated teachers.

Clearing 
up loose 
ends

“I guess it is news,” said the 
familiar voice on the other side of 
the telephone, “especially since 
all of the newspapers picked up the 
story. 

“But I just want the people who 
know me and the residents of Van 
Buren, specifically, to know what 
came of the lawsuit filed against 
me” continued Jerry McKelvey, a 
political gadfly who has been very 
active in Van Buren political 
affairs in the past. 

McKelvey had been sued for 
slander by Richard Debs, then 
commander of Van Buren Police, 
for statements made during a Van 
Buren Township meeting in 1982. 

“I received an Order of Dismis¬ 
sal’ earlier this month,” McKel¬ 
vey said, “and I thought maybe it 
should be publicized to set the re¬ 
cords straight. Also, after reading 
your column on Debs, I thought 
you might be interested.” 

Debs recently broke into the 
headlines because he has sued the 
Van Buren Township officials. He 
wishes to be reinstated on the 
police force. He wants his job back 
as a patrolman. 

According to documents filed in 
Circuit Court and signed by Circuit 
Court Judge Michael L. Stacey, 
the case initiated by plaintiff Debs 
against defendant McKelvey has 
been dismissed. That document 
reads: “Stipulation to Dismiss: It 
is hereby stipulated by and be¬ 
tween all the parties to the above- 
entitled action, by and through 
their respective attorneys, that 
said action be dismissed with pre¬ 
judice and without costs to either 
party... 

“This matter having come be¬ 
fore the court for dismissal upon 
stipulation of the parties by and 
through their respective counsel, 
and the court being fully advised: 
•

the news:

The park commission doesn’t 
have a lot of funds ... but its statue 
search is netting calls from resi¬ 
dents interested in the quest. One 
ex-Belleville resident, now living 
in Connecticut, has promised to 
scrimmage around salvage yards 
in her part of the world. “People 
really care. They want the city to 
have a statue,” Gregory says. 

A little matter, perhaps. But a 
gift that the whole city may enjoy, 
and also a living history lesson. 

Every city needs a “little thing” 
looked after. 



flying solo 


I recently had the opportunity to 
see David Copperfield, the 
acclaimed and heralded magician 
and entertainer. 

He dazzles his audiences with 
magical feats and makes his illu¬ 
sions stimulating with a skill few 
others are able to master. 

When, however, things go wrong, as they are bound to do, 
Copperfield exclaims, “perfect” in a loud, cheerful fashion 
that always sends a ripple of laughter through the crowd. 
With his tone and manner, the clever Copperfield leads his 
audience to understand that although he is using a word 
choice that would otherwise indicate that everything is as it 
should be, it isn’t. In fact, he makes it clear that nothing is 
as it was meant to be. 

Reflecting, it occurs to me that often our lives are like 
that, and if you don’t understand the reality of life what 
appears to be “perfect” is far from it. 


‘Perfect! ’ 

We learn early in the game of life that we have two things 
to invest during our existence, our time and our money. We 
also should know early-on that every choice involves a loss. 
When we choose to invest our time and/or money in one 
area, we sacrifice the opportunity to invest it elsewhere. 

Often we convince ourselves that everything is “per¬ 
fect,” that we have invested wisely and have done the 
‘right thing” with both the clock and the buck. 

Like Copperfield’s illusions, however, eventually we 
awaken to learn to it is only that, an illusion. From experi¬ 
ence one finds that illusions die hard. The longer we have 
held a belief that something is “so” or “right,” the harder it 
is to accept the “reality” that it just isn’t so. 

Copperfield performs on stage the well-known levitation 
of a beautiful damsel. Reclining in her flowing gown, she is 
seemingly put to sleep, and while being supported in a 
horizontal position by nothing but “magic” she is raised 
and lowered with the wave of Copperfield’s hand. 

As it happened, I was informed for the first time during 
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the Copperfield performance, by a Jedi master seated next 
to me, as to the reality of this illusion. 

Once you know what is truly occurring, everything 
makes “perfect” sense. You then understand the how and 
why. I now know how that particular mirage is accom¬ 
plished, but the illusion, like so many others, still dies hard. 

I find myself still wanting ... no, perhaps just habitually 
gravitating toward belief. Once touched by the reality, 
however, it’s impossible to ever return to illusion. 

In life we often find ourselves investing our time in pur¬ 
suits, in relationships, in businesses and even in community 
activities, investments chosen, perhaps, based on illusion.

Mouth roars again 

THE MONTH THAT ROARED 

Howard Cosell has done it again. He has stuck his big mouth in a 
place where it has no business. Humble Howard is upset because the 
City of Detroit used public monies to promote a highly successful 
fihgt card at Joe Louis Arena this past Saturday. 

How any city promotes itself is that city’s business That should 
be left up to the mayor and city council. If anyone gets upset it should 
be the taxpayers of the city.
